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Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims 

invention of a dynamic tool bar in a tutorial system providing such toolbar on a display to 
assist the student with achieving a goal(s) such that the student can navigate using the 
toolbar through the tutorial presentation and can also access feedback using the 
dynamic toolbar that is related to the identified goal(s). 

The closest prior art (Cook, WO 97/44766) teaches an agent base instruction 
system and method wherein the student can navigate the homework book by sections 
and page buttons permit the student to navigate the homework by page, such buttons 
being located on a toolbar (Cook , Fig. 3). However, Cook does not teach using such 
tool bar to access feedback related to identified goals. The claimed invention improves 
the effectiveness of an automated tutorial system by integrating goal feedback.
